In reviewing the activities of 
the various officers of our county 
and town officials, each had the 
following general statements to 
make. 

William P. Hudgins, clerk of the 
Circuit Court, said that the busi- 
ness in his office had been about 
the same as that of the previous 
year, although real estate trans- 
fers had dropped off slightly. As 
to the court end, he thought there 
had been an increase in the minor 
criminal cases and eiVIl cases ran 
about the same. 

John Sparrow, Commissioner of 
Revenue, stated that many new 
assessments had been put on the 
books but that the building activ- 
ities had not been as great as in 
the previous year. He considered 
that the county had gone forward 
as under normal conditions. 

Paul Ackiss, Commonwealth's 
Attorney, said he had been in the 

usual spot when you are d if 

you do and d If you don't. He 

stated that he had had more cases 
of the lessor crimes to prosecute 
and in addition that he had col- 
lected about $35,000.00 in delin- 
quent taxes. 

Kellani.^CiwnSjL^Jea- 
not available for a 
statement but it was learned from 
his office that collections had been 
good and the county's financial 
status was excellent. 

Ouy Salmons. County Sheriff, 
•aid as usual the business at his 
boar d ing house was gapd, that 
his men had functioned well, most 
major crimes detected, that there 
were fewer major crimes committ- 
ed with a possible increase of the 
j0U3sxfx offenses. 
fr Roy Smith, Mayor of Virginia 
Beach, said he thought everything 
was moving on even keel at the 
Beach and he was anticipating a 
good coming year. 

Russell Hatchett, Town Treasur- 
er, said that tax collections had 
been good; In fact, better than ex- 
pected and considerable number of 
delinquent tax collections made 
due to the fact that penalties had 
been waived. He stated, however, 
in spite of this that operation of 
the Town's business must continue 
on an economic basis to keep 
within the budget.

Many Improvements Made 

Now that we have entered into 
the year of 1838, we cannot help 
but reflect back on the past year, 
how much evil and how much 
possible good. After this reflec- 
tion, taking into consideration the 
so-called recession, depression, or 
whatever you may name it, it 
would seem that the possible good 
has by far outweighed the evil. 

It is true that there have been 
some petty and violent crimes 
committed in the community. 
There has been considerable ad- 
verse criticism published. But 
those who live in glass houses 
should not throw stones, for after 
a general survey has been made 
of other states, other cities, other 
towns, other counties, and a sum- 
marization made, it is obvious 
that the citizens of this county 
are unusually law-abiding, ag- 
gressive and progressive. 

Briefly, and without attempting 
to enumerate in detail all of the 
developments in the county, at- 
tention might be called to a few. 
One of the major improvements 
might be said to be the erection of 
the Virginia Beach sewerage dis- 
wajri; .plant Wot -am* u th» of 
great benefit to the people of the 
Town, but also to those in the 
county; particularly, to the prop 
erty owners on some of our in 
land waters or who earn a liveli- 
hood on them. This is certainly 
a movement of aggression toward 
the prevention of the pollution of 
our waters of which we are so 
proud and one of our greatest 
assets. 

Further, the Town has con 
etructed a new and impressive 
building to house the fire and 
police departments, equipping the 
same with new and modern fire 
fighting equipment. There have 
been many street improvements, 
including a large amount of curb- 
ing installed. w 

In the county, there are many 
lanes to look for advancement. 
Chiefly among these was the crea- 
tion of a zoning board, the widen- 
ing and resurfacing of the main 
road to Norfolk, the reconstruc- 
tion of bridges on the so-called 
Laskin Road, the partial opening 
of a canal from Lynnhaven Inlet 
to Broad Bay. 

So, as we reflect we see the 
wheels of progress have moved* on 
The time, however, has come to 
change our reflections and look 
to 1939 to see how much less evil 
and how much more possible good 
can be done.

The State Highway Depart- 
ment has requested bids on im- 
proving and resurfacing the road 
north of Virginia Beach to Port 
Story. It is understood that the 
bids were to be opened on yester- 
day in the offices of the Depart- 
ment in Richmond. This was done 
at this time, in all probability, to 
work in conjunction with the Fed- 
eral government, which is prepar- 
ing to make extensive improve- 
ments at the Fort, among them 
the reconditioning of the road 
which leads through the reserva- 
tion. This has been delayed for 
some time as there has been much 
discussion as to the relocation of 
the same. The Army Engineer- 
ing Department,. ' for a while, 
thought it advisable to reroute it 
around the Fort. It has. how- 
ever, been determined to leave the 
road at its present location and 
have the improvements to proceed 
at an early date. 

A committee has been appoint- 
ed by the Town Council to coope- 
rate with one named by the Board 
of Supervisors to endeavor to 
arrange for the beautif ication of 
the road after it has been recon- 
ditioned.

FARM RECORDS 

The County Committee of the 
Princess Anne Agricultural Con- 
servation Association is urging its 
members to keep records of their 
1939 crops and livestock. 

The objective of these records is 
two fold: 

1st. To get farmers in the ha- 
bit of keeping simple records so 
that at the end of each year they 
can tell on what crops or livestock 
they have made or lost money, 
and thus be in a position to ad- 
just their farming operation. 

2nd. The Agricultural part of 
the 1940 census will be based on 
the crops and livestock produced 
in 1939, and unless farmers keep 
records it will be impossible to 
answer the questions correctly and 
unless the questions are answered 
correctly our county's agriculture 
will not get the rating that we de- 
serve. 

To all Princess Anne farmers 
(who agree to keep a record of 
then- 1939 farming operations a 
map of their farm showing the 
acreage of each field or cut and 
a record book will be furnished. 
The books are simple and are easy 
to understand. 

In addition to this the County 
Committee has been able to get 
$100.00 offered as prizes to the 
five farmers who turn in the most 
complete records to be judged. 

This money will be divided as 
follows and is offered on the as- 
sumption that not less than one 
hundred farmers turn in their 
books: 1st prize— $40.00; 2nd— 
$25 00; 3rd— $20.00; 4th— $10.00; 
and 5th— $5.00. 

The maps that will be furnish- 
ed to all who agree to keep re- 
cords should be of considerable 
value in planning crop acreages 
and in applying fertilizer and 
W. Hme. 

The records should be started as 
of January 1st, 1939 and farmers 
interested in keeping their records 
should notify the County Agent as 
quickly as possible so that the 
map and book can be forwarded 
without delay.

reduced to $5,672.50.

On March 4. next, the one hun 
dred and fifty years will have 
elapsed since the first Congress of 
fee United States was supposed to 
have convened in New York City.

Two weeks 
later, neither the House nor Sen- 
ate had a quorum. The apparent 
indifference of the people's Rep- 
resentatives to the importance of 
organizing the new government 
inspired a feeling of pessimism 
among the minority which had

We are 
told that the "Little Old City" of 
New York was then, as Washing- 
ton now is, overrun with Job- 
hunters. There were then no po- 
liticai parties contending for con- 
trol; nevertheless, contentions and 
wide difference of opinion pre- 
vailed. 

Barring the disruption Incident 
to the War Between the States, 
from April 30, 1789, down to 1932, 
Congresses and our Presidents 
have maintained a wholesome 
respect for the divided powers of 
the government as instituted. 

During the past six years, the 
President has not been satisfied 
with thing/ that were. With the 
powers legally his, he has de- 
manded of Congress that it sur- 
render to him lawmaking powers, 
which Congress alone has the 
right to exercise; of the Courts 
he has demanded that they shall 
not caU the attention of the pub- 
lic to his assumption of power; 
with public funds he has bribed 
a sufficient number of persons to 
ceU the birthright of their chil 
dren, and the destinies of the 
whole. As a result, chaos has 
prevailed ta Congress and 
throughout the land. 

But, the scales are falling from 
the eyes of the public. It is be 
conning to see the dangers of 
which they were admonished five 
years ago. The corrupting influ 
ence of money upon those ta 
charge of our government is now 
Rfcuiiilim apparent. The statesmen 
On Congress have known and 
aounded the danger signals all 
along, but the Utile fellows, whom 
Unthinking people elected, either 
could not see, or did not want to 
age, the signals.

When Theodore Abel, who is 
Associate Professor of Sociology in 
Columbia University, was in Ger- 
many ta the summer of 1933, he 
was struck, he says, with the wil- 
lingness of the most of the people 
whom he met to discuss their po- 
litical experiences.

He says farther 
on: "The Hitler movement must 
be viewed as the resultant of fac- 
tors which operated not as inde- 
pendent 'forces' but functioned as 
a pattern in which none of the 
component parts was more signi- 
ficant than the others. Without 
the full development of this pat- 
tern, the Hitler movement as we 
know it would not have been pos- 
sible. On the other hand the de- 
velopment of the movement was 
Inevitable once a pattern had de- 
veloped in which widespread and 
persistent discontent, purposes 
that appealed to prevalent senti- 
ments, efficient organization and 
propaganda, purposes that ap- 
pealed to prevalent sentiments, 
efficient organization and pro- 
paganda, and charismatic leader- 
ship had made their appearance 
and had become coordinated m 
their effect." 

There are various obvious ob- 
jections, some of which Dr. Abel 
anticipates, which might be urged 
against a book on Hitler's rise to 
power which incorporates and 
relies upon so much "source mat- 
erial" of the sort supplied by the 
author's six hundred autoblo- 
graphers. Yet no account of the 
Nazi leader's emergence can hope 



to be complete if it altogether 
ignores such evidence as the au- 
thor, following these essays, pre- 
sents— evidence of what Individual 
Germans went through during the 
years after the war, of the con- 
dition they thought Germany to 
be in and their spacious explana- 
tions, of their understanding of 
the country's relations to other 
Powers, and of their conception 
of the type of leadership neces- 
sary for themselves and for Ger- 
many.

A. Mildew on woodwork is 
c an ne d by excessive moisture in 
the wood itself. Woodwork often 
absorbs too much mo is tur e if not 
properly back-painted. If this is 
the ease, the remedy is to remove 
the woodwork and back-paint! 
with a good protective primer. The 
face of the woodwork should also 
be primed.

On Tuesday afternoon the new 
Sewage Disposal Treatment Plant 
was officially accepted by the 
Town authorities. Prior to the 
acceptance there was an inspection 
tour made at 2 o'clock, to which 
the public was invited, many of 
whom attended. . 

The Council in a body went 
through the plant under the di- 
rection of Russell McCoy, Town f invited 
Engineer and R. B. McNutt. Jr., 
resident engineer of Wiley and 
Wilson, consulting engineers who 
designed and supervised Its con- 
struction. Mr. Martin Johnson, 
of Roanoke, and also connected 
with Wiley and "Wilson, was also 
present representing that concern 
during the final inspection. The 
P. W. A. which furnished, approxi- 
mately forty percent of the funds 
for the construction of the plant, 
was officially represented by S. C. 
Mclntire. Mr. William Bell was 
present as a Federal Inspector.. . 

The plant, which is one of a 
large number that has been con- 
structed throughout the country, 
is said to be one of the most mo- 
dern and up to date of its kind. 

The main building, which is im- 
pressive in its structure from the 
exterior, is neatly and attractive- 
ly finished on the exterior. The 
entrance has a small lobby which 
is finished In terra cotta tile and 
plaster. This building houses a 
chemical laboratory room, a room 
with machinery for mixing and 
controlling the amount of chemi- 
cal to be applied for treatment 
according to conditions. Beneath 
these rooms is a large room which 
contains the mam pumps, another 
with the incinerator and furnace 
which heats the building and 
applies heat to the decomposing

(Continued from Para Two) 
the dictator ruled and the demo- 
cratic countries, the United States 
will not be able to keep out. The 
American people, it is argued, 
cannot allow the democratic na- 
tions to be put down and out. 

Twenty years ago the motto of 
our people was: "Never again." 
They had fought a terrible war. 
suffered severe losses, and incurr- 
ed an enormous debt. Since then, 
the debt has grown bigger and 
the country still rocks with the 
disturbing influences set in motion 
by that conflict. It seems incon- 
sistent that a great number of 
people feel that if such a bloody 
whirlpool is again started, the 
United States will have to jump 
in. 

Our people believe that all 
quarrels could be adjusted peace- 
fully, if people only would do so. 
But circumstances might arise, 
in which they would be so threat- 
ened and trampled upon, that 
they again decide that the situa- 
tion was intolerable and they 
would have to end it. 

All the rights are not on one 
side, nor all the wrongs either. 
The democratic countries are not 
perfect. They tried the idea of 
keeping Germany under military 
subjection and reducing it to 
powerlessness, and it did not work. 
It produced the explosion which 
has now placed Germany on top 
of the European heap. The last 
time Uncle Sam fought, conditions 
were worse when he finished 
fighting than when he began. He 
might think of that before he 
sets out again to reform the 
world.

WINTER CLOTHING 

"During the winter months in 
this section of the country wea- 
ther conditions call for a reason- 
able appreciation of the use of 
clothing. The frequent changes in 
temperature, ranging from ap- 
proximately sixty degrees to twen- 
ty during the winter season, ob- 
viously require some thought of 
the type of clothing to be worn. 
Many persons disregard thermo- 
meter demands and rely entirely 
upon seasonal styles. This fact is 
proven by the number of unneces- 
sary and sometimes serious ill- 
nesses whose origin directly can be 
traced to carelessness in this mat- 
ter," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, Com- 
missioner of Health. 

"Heavy overcoats for cold days 
and lighter apparel for the more 
temperate ones should be the un- 
broken rule. And In this connec- 
tion, one is more likely to suffer 
the penalty of an illness by being 
overclad than underclad. A heavy 
overcoat, whether of fur or of 
Wool, worn when the temperature 
is above fifty, particularly if one 
be walking, is likely to develop an 



"Incidentally, on wet days 
when pavements are covered with 
slush and snow, it is advisable for 
everyone to keep the feet dry. 
Present feminine footwear does 
not afford adequate protection 
under extremely wet and slushy 
conditions. Consequently, to pre- 
vent damp or wet feet and Ill- 
nesses that can result the refro m, 
weatherproof protection should be 
used. Investigation seems to In- 
dicate that much sickness which 
Indirectly if not directly is caused 
by a disregard of this rule is not 
due to lack of ownership of over- 
shoes but to their non-use. 

"While the masculine footwear 
is of more sturdy construction and 
thus under ordinary conditions 
does not call for as close attention 
to additional protection against 
wet feet as does the feminine shoe, 
usually there are a number of day* 
throughout the winter when the 
use of overshoes, from a health 
standpoint, is indicated. Too fre- 
quently this fact is overlooked by 
the masculine contingent.

Many Methods 
Available For 
Good Lighting 

Proper lighting for the closets 
in a home may be solved through 
selection from many available 
methods. 

A ceiling light in a closet may 
have a pull chain or wall switch. 
There is always the danger, how- 
ever, that this light may be for- 
gotten and burn needlessly for 
hours. A switch outside the closet 
door may be equipped with a pilot 
light which grlows red when the 
light In the closet is on. 

A door switch which automati- 
cally turns the light is opened and 
turns it off when the door is 
closed is satisfactory. 

Another arrangement is a light 
which burns for a stated time and 
then automatically turns off. This 
guards against wasted electricity

colored patients and has been fill- 
ed almost from the beginning. 
The Staff consists of a Resident 
Physician. Superintendent, five 
white and three colored nurses. 

When the hospital was in the 
process of building it was confid- 
ently believed that State subsidy 
would be forthcoming upon its 
opening— but the builders, in their 
passion for a refuge for the 
sufferers from tuberculosis, reck- 
oned without the depression. The 
State was wily able to give Its 
tubercular hospitals twenty-seven 
cents per day for each patient and 
the patients are only able to pay 
one dollar per day. Indeed, many 
of them are unable to pay any- 
thing at all, and are being cared 
for at the expense of local organ- 
isations, interested in the care of 
tubercular patients. The cost to 
the hospital of keeping the pa- 
tients Is between two dollars and 
twenty-five and two dollars and 
fifty cents per day— therefore, it 
can be readily understood why the 
board is forced to call upon its ■ _ 

friends for assistance. This it pi ian ces and where rates are low 
does each year — asking all citizens 
►who are interested in stamping 
out this dread disease and in car- 
tog for the sufferers thereof to 
subscribe to this splendidly 
equipped institution. 

That there is great need for this' 
hospital is evidenced by the fact 
that there Is always a waiting list. 
What the hospital means to the 
community is easily understood 
when one considers the necessity 
of Isolating sufferers from tuber- 
culosis in a modern building 
where the actual victims of the 
disease may have a chance of be- 
ing cured or at least made more 
comfortable. The hospital also 

Ices care of another problem — 
the menace that sufferers from 
this contagious disease are to the 
other members of the household 
to which they are 111. It has been 
found that many patients come 
from crowded homes where they 



The popularity of electrical 
home equipment has contributed 
considerable influence toward 
establishing the streamlined pat- 
tern of living which has trans- 
formed yesterday's harried house- 
wife into to-day's carefree leisur- 
ed homemaker.

To help her in her dilemma, 
home economics experts and na- 
tional authorities on home plan- 
ning are publishing in leading 
magazines helpful solutions to 
typical problems of this nature. 

Katharine Fisher, Director of 
Good Housekeeping Institute, ad- 
vises, "Unknowingly many people 
are not getting 'value received' 
from their electric appliances. It 
can happen with the best of ap- 



est. Inadequate house wiring is 
the reason. The sluggish toaster, 
lights which dim and flicker when 
the refrigerator cuts in and, in 
its acute form, 'blowing* of fuses, 
are some of its symptoms. Time 
lost, unsatisfactory results, and 
the inconvenience of not being 
able to use electricity when and 
where and how you want to, and 
in some cases even the use of 
more current than should be 
necessary, are all too commonly 
experienced in the inadequately 
wired house. A competent diag- 
nosis often shows that installing 
additional circuits and conv- 
enience outlets will prove a worth 
while investment." 

Kathleen Robertson, national 
authority on home economics, re- 
cently stated to McCall's Maga- 
zine.

A photo 
bulb is screwed into a bridge lamp, 
with a cardboard reflector replacing 
the lampshade. The photo bulb 
yields an extremely bright white 
light, especially suited for picture- 
taking. With two large photo bulbs 
In cardboard reflectors, three or four 
feet from the subject, you have 
enough light for snapshots with a 
bex camera. With a focusing type 
camera you would get satisfactory 



results by setting the lens aperture 
at Ml and the shutter speed at 1/25 
of a second. 

In the picture shown here, the 
light colored wall serves as a reflec- 
tor to illuminate the shadow side of 
the "table-top" scene. Ordinarily, 
two lamps are used for a picture, 
one to illuminate each side of a sub- 
ject. By changing' the angle and posi- 
tion of the lights, many interesting 
shadow effects can be obtained. A 
piece of cardboard can serve as a 
background as in the picture above. 
For night snapshots, the camera 
should be loaded with a fast film of 
the "super" type. With slower films, 
It is necessary to provide two 
or three times as much light. And 
for close-ups, as shown here, a por- 
trait attachment must be placed on 
the camera lens (unless yours is one 
of the finer focusing cameras). 

In night picture-taking, It Is im- 
portant to have your photo lights at 
a correct distance from the subject 
— not too near, and not too far away. 
An exposure guide is helpful in plac- 
ing the lights — or you can make sev- 
eral "test" pictures of each scene. 

Don't miss the fun of night snap- 
shots this winter. You will learn 
much abdut picture-taking, and pro- 
vide many an interesting addition 
to your album.

'INTER, fall, spring or summer, 
the Droblem of tracked-in sand 
and grit on the rugs and carpets al- 
ways is with the housewife, especially 
on the farm. For. no matter how 
much care they exercise in cleaning 
their shoes, the various members of 
the family carry in a surprisingly 
■large amount of dirt in a surprisingly 
short time. And, apart from the dull 
and dingy appearance it gives to the 
rugs and carpets this dirt greatly 
shortens their life by cutting the nap 
and thus causing worn spots to ap- 
pear. 

Although most of the surface dirt 
can be removed with a broom or 
carpet sweeper, the sharp particles 
of sand and grit— which become 
embedded at the roots of the nap and, 
therefore, do the most damage— are 
not so dislodged. That only can be 
done, as in the old-fashioned way, 
by hanging it on a clothesline or 
laying it on the grass and beating it 
with a bamboo or steel beater. Or, as 
in the modern electrified home, by 
using a vacuum cleaner which pro- 
duces only minor wear in comparison 
with that of normal use. 
Those who contemplate buying a 



vacuum cleaner for the first flans, <* 
who are thinking of replacing their 
old machine with a more modern and 
efficient one. should not be guided by 
price alone. For. in general, inrUaf 
cost is no indication of the efficiency 
and durability of the machine, to f 
the length of time necessary for 
cient cleaning probably is a 
buying criterion.

fective cleaning.

PROBLEMS 

Q. Has the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration any booklets giving 
plans and specifications for small 
houses? Where can I obtain 
them? 

A. No; the FHA does not furnish 
plans or specifications. It is 
suggested that you consult an ar- 
chitect or reliable plan agency 
and acquaint, them with the type 
of house you want and the 
amount of money you can afford 
to spend. Then make your selec- 

tin with their assistance and 
advice. 



Q. We are planning to build a 
small house and don't want to 
build a basement immediately. 
However, we would like to fix the 
foundations so that one can be 
built later on. Can this be done 
satisfactorily? 

A. It can be done, but there 
would not be much of a saving. 



This comfortable well- 
planned home in New Jersey 
was appraised by the Federal 
Housing Administration at $.">,- 
250 and was financed with a 
mortgage insured by FHA for 
$4,200, with amortization over 
a 15-year period. The floor ar- 
rangement provides a good 
degree of privacy, with access 
to the bath from all rooms 
without the necessity of trav- 
ersing another room.

Q. How can I stop outside cellar 
doors from leaking? 

A. The doors should fit well and 
should have a molding over the; 
Joint between the doors. Then a 
groove should be cut in the frame 
directly under the crack on the 
hinge side of the door to let any 
water that seeps through run out i 
at the bottom of the frame. Even 
these precautions may not keep all , 
water out. An absolutely water- 
tight cellar door is a rarity. 



Q. Do storm vestibules really do 
^enough good to make them pay? 
' A Generally speaking, yes. If 
they are so built that the outside 
door can be closed before the in- 
side door is opened, they do i 
great deal of good. The amount of 
heat loss through a front door is 
great, and loss may be reduced by 
a vestibule. 



Q. What size coal bin is requir- 
ed to hold 10 tons of coal? 

A. A ton of coal will occupy 
about 45 cubic feet of space. Con- 
venient storage of coal should be 
such that the depth is not over 
4 1-2 feet; the size bin required

Floors contribute greatly to the 
appearance of commercial estab- 
lishments. Therefore, floor cover- 
ings should be chosen with care 
and consideration for the type of 
business conducted in the" build- 
ing. 

Linoleum will frequently answer 
the purpose for shops, stores, and 
offices, while tile, concrete, or 
other abrasive-resistant coverings 
will be better suited for other' 
places of business. 



ModernHomeHeating 
Equipment Efficient 

Modern home heating equip- 
ment provides a number of at- 
tractive features, as compared 
With methods in use in the past. 

The new heating plants, accord- 
ing to their developers, furnish 
better and more uniform heat and 
thus more uniform comfort, uti- 
lize less space and require less ef- 
fort to manage, and may be oper- 
ated on considerably less fuel 
than the methods to use years 
ago. 



In buying a home under the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration In- 
sured Mortgage Plan, the first 
step Is to decide how much one 
can afford to invest, according to 
FHA officials. 

Generally speaking, a home 
buyer's income should be at least 
four or five times the amount of 
the monthly loan payment. In 
other words, the total home in- 
vestment should not be more than 
two or two and one-half times the 
borrower's annual income. 

Decision as to the type of home 
best suited to the buyer's needs is 
the next step in the procedure 
Careful thought should be given 
on the number of rooms required, 
location, etc. FHA officials point 
out that consultation with a loca 1 
architect, builder, or real estate 
firm is a wise step at this junc- 
ture. Practical suggestions which 
will help clarify the individual's 
ideas will be forthcoming. 

The borrower, after a rough 
plan and a tentative estimate are 
prepared, should then apply for a 
Federal Housing Administration 
Insured mortgage at any approv- 
ed lending institution. Such in- 
stitutions are located in every 
state in the Union and in most 
communities. 

Federal Housing Administration 
officials point out that the 
amount of the loan sought, re- 
payment period, charges, and 
other specific details of the trans- 
action are matters which are ar- 
ranged between the borrower and 
the lender, but the lender must be 
guided by FHA limits. Top interest 
charges are 5 per cent, plus one- 
fourth or one-half of 1 per cent 
for the annual mortgage-insur- 
ance premium. f~ 

The down payment does not 
necessarily have to be paid in 
cash, FHA officials say. A build- 
ing lot may be accepted as all or. 
part of the down payment. 

At the time the loan is made the 
borrower will be asked to provide 
funds for the first year's taxes, 
assessments, and fire insurance. 
This is somewhat sooner than in 
the case of an ordinary loan, but 
the borrower gams the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that all bills in 
connection with the property are 
paid up to date and insurance 
written for at least a year in ad- 
vance, when actual payments be- 
gin on the FHA-insured loan.

Heating, Ventilating Needs 

Govern Heights Of Ceilings 



The question of ceiling heights 
in a home is not merely a matter 
of taste, but a problem which in- 
volves heating and ventilation. 
The solution is dependent upon 
the degree of efficiency desired 
by the owner, according tp the 
Technical Division of the Federal 
Housing Administration. 

In dwellings built during the 
Victorian era, rooms usually had 
elevations of 10 or 12 feet. These 
extreme heights were thought to 
aid in keeping the rooms cool dur- 
ing warm weather. Actually, un- 
less the warm air was properly 
carried off, it only served to In- 
crease the temperatures of the 
rooms by storing up masses of 



warm &\t\ Any sensation of cooless 
noted was generally due to the 
mental reaction of the residents. 
It has been conclusively shown 
that any space more than 12 in- 
ches above the heads of windows, 
unless ventilated thoroughly, is 
of no value whatsoever in cooling 
the room. 

The modern trend is toward 
lower ceiling heights and adequate 
ventilation. When this principle of 
planning is followed there is a 
saving in construction costs ef- 
fected without loss of livability. 
Also, because the area of the 
rooms with lower ceilings is less 
than that of those with greater 
elevations, heating costs are less. 

In small homes the general pro-

portions will be much more pleas- 
ing with lower room heights. 
Many old houses have attic space 
that cannot be used for living 
quarters because the ceiling is too 
low. When the downstairs room; 
have excessive ceiling heights, 
these can be lowered and the attic 
elevation increased so that the 
space can be converted into bed- 
rooms. Funds for modernization 
work of this type may be obtain- 
ed from private lending institu- 
tions qualified to make loans for 
this purpose insured by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration un- 
der its Property Improvement 
Credit Plan.

A list of the most frequent er- 
rors and omissions in plans and 
specifications submitted with ap- 
plications for mortgage insurance 
to the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration follows: 

1. Omission of drawings of wall 
sections. 

2. Incomplete description of the 
method of bracing and framing. 
3. Inadequate description of the 
sizes, types, and grades of lumber. 

4. Inadequate designation of the 
quality of workmanship. 

5. Incomplete wiring layout/ 
which fail to give specific location 
of all outlets. 

6. Failure to specify grade and 
type of plumbing fixtures and ca- 
pacity of heating plant. 

7. Incomplete specifications for 
flashing, counterflashing, and 
calking. 

8. Failure to give the grade of 
roofing to be employed.

Association has held five meetings 
during the past year. The work 
is three-fold In its nature— pre- 
vention, cure and education, 
colored patients and has been fill- 
ed almost from the beginning 

"Under prevention we started 
last January by making it possible 
for three of the poorer colored 
schools to serve hot lunches. Th? 
little school at Broad Creek was 
our most successful venture. The 
principal was keen with enthusi- 
asm and interest, and with our 
help was able to serve hot soup 
or cocoa dally to her charges until 
the middle of March, when it was 
discontinued through lack of 
funds. The benefit was so mark- 
ed In both gains in weight and 
school attendance that it will be 
started again this January. Warm 
clothing was collected and distri- 
buted in this same school, making 
It possible for many to attend who 
otherwise could not do so. 

"We have had several patients in 
sanatoria this year, but unfortun- 
ately, through lack of funds, have 
not been able to keep them there. 
We have given nine months' sana- 
torium care to two white patients 
and seven months to one colored. 
Three have died, two have return- 
ed home to continue the cure, and 
one is at the Tidewater Memorial 
now, being taken care of by the 
county. The colored child with 
tuberculosis of the hip, has made 
marked improvement.

It is no less confiscation be- 
cause there is evidence of intent to pay at some time In the future." 

In an earlier note, July 21, 1938, Secretary Hull in dealing with 
the same question met a specious argument previously advanced by 
Mexico with this statement: 

"If it were permissible for a government to take the private prop- 
erty of the citizens of other countries and pay for it as and when, in 
tlie judgment of that government, its economic circumstances and its 
local legislation may perhaps permit, the safeguards which the con- 
stitutions of most countries and established international law have 
sought to provide would be Illusory." j 

The position of the United States Government as defined by Mr. 
Hull could be interpreted thus: 

Unless immediate payment is made in cash at a fair valuation 
of the properties "expropriated" the act becomes "confiscation," and 
as such is justly and uncompromisingly opposed by the government 
of the United States. 

Ten months have come and gone since Mexico "expropriated." as 
she is pleased to call it, the producing properties, refineries, pipe- 
lines, office buildings and bank balances of American oil companies. 
Not one cent has been tendered in payment for those properties, al- 
though Mexico has shipped large cargoes of oil from these properties 
and sold them to the dictator nations of Europe. 

It is quite clear from Secretary Hull's notes that at no time has 
he approved or condoned expropriation as practiced by Mexico nor 
has he ever conceded the Mexican Government's right to expropriate 
in confiscatory form.

. A report of the County Health 
Director, Dr. W. H. Pott, indicates 
that the epidemic of influenza has 
not subsided as expected.

The Central Statistical Board 
reported Monday that Federal 
agencies required business men 
and just plain citizens to fill out 
135,500,000 forms and question- 
naires to 1937. 

And a lot of them, it said, asked 
the same information and would 
not have been necessary if Uncle 
Sam had let one hand know what 
the other was doing. 

Discussing Its findings during a 
lengthy study the board advised 
President Roosevelt that the re- 
ports cover a variety of subjects 
from taxes to unemployment, and 
that while, to general, the agen- 
cies need the information they re- 
quest them is "a substantial 
amount of unnecessary duplica- 
tion to existing requirements." 

Continuing, the report said that 
"to a number of lines of business 
a concern's, total pay roll in a 
given period may be reported in as 
many as twelve different federal 
forms; information on total reve- 
nue from sales may be required 
in as many as half a dozen 
forms."

club at the new Electro-Motive Plant In LaGrange, 111. To abet the 
hunting proclivities of the members another form of usefulness has 
found its way into the club's activities, namely pheasant raising. The 
club has a skeet-shooting range but many of the workmen preferred 
to aim at live game. And the prairie territory about LaGrange offers 
fine cover for pheasants. 

So the pheasant enthusiasts went to their personnel director and 
he sought out the Illinois conservation department. Co-operation be- 
came the order. The state department agreed to supply the pheasant 
chicks if the Electric-Motive Corporation, subsidiary of General 
Motors, would make certain that they were taken care of for the two 
months necessary to make them self-dependent. The employes gun 
club assumed the latter responsibility. Employes in their spare time 
built the brooders and the pens from scrap material from the plant, 
made certain that the little brown balls of down would keep warm and 
dry. A nearby cereal company donates waste scrap feed. 

To date there have been two releases of 400 pheasants each. These 
have flown out to make room for younger tenants in this pheasant 
farm on the site of a Diesel-electric locomotive factory. The project 
is a continuing activity for the employes, another form of recreation 
for their spare time and a means of providing more sport for the 
hunting members. 



"INTERNATIONAL JUSTICE AND GOOD FAITH."— HULL 

Isn't it time to scotch the slanderous references to the United 
States as the "Colossus of the North?" From parts of Latin- America 
there come references to our nation which suggest that some of these 
weaker countries are mis-treated like the "petty men" of a Shake- 
speare play who walked under the "huge legs" of Colossus. President 
Cardenas of Mexico gave a New Year's illustration of these vicious 
attacks in his groundless remarks about his nation's "intense battles" 
against the "voracity" of "imperalistic corporations" in the United 
States. And he, of ail men, should be the last to throw mud. 

Our credit balances with Latin-American nations usually are in 
the red. Despite all our pump-priming generosity the. balances and 
volume of trade have been running against us. Our business leaders 
have sunk colossal sums of American money in those countries, and 
our people have bought billions of dollars of their bonds, most oi 
which ultimately had little or no value. 

Plain facts of history leave no doubt but that the great invest- 
ments, by what Cardenas describes as "imperalistic corporations," 
went into Latin-America after being energetically solicited with the 
encouragement of, or by the Governments, themselves. Since the 
Monroe Doctrine went into effect more than a century ago the Am- 
erican Government and the American people have always sought to 
be helpful neighbors — Good Neighbors. Our Department of Commerce 
has collected interesting statistics concerning the results, showing 
that from three to four billion dollars of long time investments have 
been made in Latin-American countries. Unofficial estimates are 
much higher. And let's see what happened: 

The ratio of defaults on these investments in Central America 
have been 66 per cent. In South America the ratio of defaults has 
been 68 per cent. Canada, which isn't one of us, has a ratio of only 
2.6 per cent. 

Last March the oil properties were confiscated in Mexico. That 
raised the Mexican defaults to the shameful ratio of 100 per cent. 
Even the mythical Colossus, of the North could not help feeling the 
pains as he realized that Mexico was "pulling" his "huge legs." 

Secretary Hull, upon his return home, has stressed the view that 
"the rights of nations and their peoples can be protected only by 
acceptance of a system of law and order based ultimately on interna- 
tional justice and good faith," and it is obvious that the United States 
must enforce the ancient accepted rules of international law as well as 
this new law of Lima in bringing about the restoration of the oil prop- 
erties to their rightful owners.

HEALTH NOTES 



"During the year IMS over 13,- 
000 eases of measles were report- 
ed to the Virginia Department of 
Health. This large number is not 
unusual since the disease charac- 
teristleaay assumes a cyclic na- 
ture, with alternate periods of 
high and low incidence. Nineteen 
thirty-eight r epres en ted a year of 
expected large number of eases," 
states Dr. I. C. RJggto. Commis- 
sioner of Health. 

"Of ccm l de r a bl e im p orta n ce, 
however, is the fact that parents 
of small children frequently are 
entirely indifferent to this disease. 
Assuming a more or km fatalistic 
attitude, many of them believe 
that the sooner the disease is con- 
tracted by their young children 
the quicker the trouble win be 
over. This viewpoint undoubtedly 
is the result of a false sense of 
security regarding measles. 

"That many cases of measles 
are mild to comparison with those 
of the other communicable dis- 
eases is true. It is s fact, also, that 
many victims recover without 
grave consequences. Nevertheless, 
there Is another side to the story 
that deserves consideration. 

"In children under five years 
of age measles Is a serious disease. 
The illness is more severe, the 
complications more numerous, 
and death occurs much more fre- 
quently than to those who are at- 
tacked at an older age. Though 
only a fraction of the total 
measles cases occur in the age 
group under five years, the great- 
est majority of deaths result 
from these comparatively few 
cases. Moreover, undernourished 
children and those already suffer- 
ing from other diseases, regardless 
of age, are more severely affected 
than are normal children. 

"It should be apparent, there- 
fore, that every care should be 
taken to protect young children 
from exposure until they have 
passed that period of life in which 
the disease takes its greatest toll. 

"If efforts to protect fail, it 
follows naturally that nursing 
care and medical advice should be 
applied promptly, especially 
whenever a child under five years 
of age contracts the disease."

Q. I run a small dry goods and 
notion shop in which I employ 
four people, and I have just re- 
ceived a wage and tax return to 
fill out for the last three months. 
One of my salesgirls was married 
during the Christmas holidays. 
Should I record her married name 
on the wage report or her maiden 
name as I did on the last report? 

A. The answer to your question 
depends upon whether or not the 
girl you mention wants to be call- 
ed by her married name when she 
is in your store. Some women like 
to keep their maiden name In con- 
nection with their work. You 
should not record her married 
name on the wage report unless 
she notifies the Social Security 
Board of the change in name. To 
do this, she should write the near- 
est field office of the Board tell- 
ing them she wishes to change her 
name on the Board's records. The 
field office will send her a form to 
fill out and mall to the Board. 
Unless the Board knows that your 
employee's name Is changed, it 
will not be able to credit her ac- 
count with her recent wages, be- 
cause her acc ount w as set u p orig- 
inally in her maiden name. Even 
though her name is changed, her 
account number remains the 
same. This account number must 
be recorded on the wage report 
opposite the same name, in which 
her account was originally set up, 
unless the Board knows that the 
name has been changed. 

Q. As the proprietor of a hard- 
ware store, I received some time 
ago an inquiry from the Social 
Security Board regarding the 
name of one of my employees 
which I listed on the wage report 
I sent in last August. This inquiry 
refers to the addition of "Junior" 
to the name. This employee's 
father died last July and he has 
not been using the " Junior" since 
then. So I thought I was correct 
in leaving off the "Junior" in the 
last report. Can you tell me if 
I am not right about this, espec- 
ially as I have just received a new 
report to fill in for the quarter 
ending December 31? 

A. If you answered the inquiry 



from the Social Security Board 
and explained that the "Junior" 
on the name of your employee has 
been dropped, you should record 
the name without the "Junior" on 
the new report. If, however, you 
have not yet answered the Inquiry. 
you should notify the Board im- 
mediately. Tour employee, him- 
self, should notify the Board of 
the change in name, so that it can 
correct its records accordingly. 
The reason the Board must be 
notified is because this employee's 
account, as originally set up, was 
under the name he used before he 
dropped the "Junior." and unless 
the Board knows of the change in 
the name, it has no way of know- 
ing that 'the wages you reported 
should be credited to his account. 
If your employee will call or write 
the nearest field office of the 
Board, ha will be informed how to 
proceed to have his name officially 
changed on the Board's records. 

Q. I operate a small saw mill 
and. among my employees is a 
man who works for a couple of 
hours a day sweeping out the saw- 
dust from the mill. Should I list 
this map's wages on my wage re- 
port? Does not work of this kind 
come under the head of "casual 
labor" which is excluded from 
coverage by the Social Security 
Act? 

A. Sweeping sawdust from your 
mill does not come under the head 
of "casual labor" as defined by the 
Social Security Act because it is 
work done as part of your regular 
trade or business. The wages of 
your employee who does this work 
must be included when you com- 
pute your tax due the Federal 
Government. You must record this 
man's wages with his name and 
social security account number on 
your wage and tax report. He does 
not work as many hours as your 
other employees who operate ma- 
chinery or do the hauling, but re- 
moving sawdust is, on the other 
hand, a necessary part of the gen- 
eral work which must be done in 
your mill, in order to carry on 
your business.

TripleSuperphosphate 
As Grant Of Aid 
Under 1939 
Agricultural 
Conservation 
Program 



W. H. Daughtrey, State Execu- 
tive Officer of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration an- 
nounces that triple superphos- 
phate will be available to Virginia 
farmers as a grant of aid under 
the 1939 Agricultural Conservation 
program. This material is made 
available as part of the nation 
wide soil building program, and 
must be used on grasses, legumes 
or permanent pasture in carrying 
out soil building practices on the 
farm. 

Mr. Daughtrey states that 
farmers desiring to receive super- 
phosphate as a grant of aid should 
make their requests through the 
office of their county agricultural 
conservation association. A deposit 
of 30 cents for each 100 pounds 
requested is required to pay for 
the freight to the point of delivery 
in the county, part of the cost of 
the material -and cost of unload- 
ing. In addition to the 30 cents 
deposit, a deduction of $1.50 for 
each 100 pounds or $30.00 per ton 
will be made from the 1930 Agric- 
ultural Conservation payment to 
the farm, which makes a total 
cost of $36.00 per ton. 

A credit of one unit, which Is 
equivalent to $1.50, will be given

Openings For 
Exsoldiers In Regular 
Army Reserve 

Colonel K. T. Smith, District 
Army Recruiting Officer for Vir- 
ginia announced last week that a 
change in Army regulations, pub- 
lished by the War Department, 
makes it possible for many more 
exsoldiers to enlist in the regular 
Army Reserve. Exsoldiers may 
now enlist in the reserve regard- 
less of when they were last dis- 
charged from the regular Army, 
provided they have had at least 1 
year of continuous service and 
have not reached their 36th birth- 



day. 

This is the second change which 
has occurred in the eligibility re- 
quirements since the reserve was 
authorised by Congress July 1, 
1038. The first change removed 
the barrier on married men so 
that at present married — men are 
accepted. 

The advantages of service in 
the regular Army Reserve are 
many. The reservist receives 
$24.00 a year, payable at the rate 
of $8.00 every 4 months. They are 
not subject to any military duties 
except in a national emergency 
when called to active duty by the 
President of the United States in 
which case he will receive a bonus 
of $3.00 a month for each month 
he has been a member of the 
reserve, the amount to be paid not 
to exceed $150.00 to any one man. 

Information concerning enlist- 
ment in the regular Army Reserve 
may be secured from local post- 
masters or by applying or writing 
to the Army Recruiting Station in 
Norfolk.

JIMMY McHUGH, composer Of 
J popular songs, Is a truant from 
the classics. He has been writing 
many of the nation's popular song 
hits for twenty years, melodies such 
as, "I Can't Give Ton Anything But 
Love, Baby," "On the Sonny Side 
of the Street." "Htakey-Dtnkey Par- 
les-Vous," "My Own." "Ton're a 
Sweetheart" and hundreds of others 
for New York revues and Holly- 
wood Alms. But in the studio of his 
Hollywood home he loves best to 
play the grand opera music he first 
learned as an office boy in the 
Boston Opera House. 

Jimmy rubbed elbows with the 
musically great daring his three 
years at the opera house. A versa- 
tile pianist, he often accompanied 
them at rehearsals, envisioned a 
career as a concert pialnst. But 
he left all this behind, even a 
scholarship at the New England 
Conservatory of Music, when he 
plunged into popular music as a 
short cut to fame and fortune. 

Born in Boston, July 10, 1893, 
Jimmy, eldest of five, inherited his 
mother's musical talent A younger 
brother, Larry, now a Bay State 
legislator, started out as a clarinet 
player for Eddy Duchln. Jimmy 
left the classic atmosphere of the 
opera to become a song plugger 
and professional pianist, first In 
Boston, then In New York's Tin Pan 
Alley. 

An early associate of his song- 
writing career was Al Bubln, a 
Philadelphia youth who like the 
young Bostonlan, bad come to Tin 
Pan Alley to augment the early 
•accesses of his home town. To- 
gether they wrote "Hlnkey-Dlnkey 
Psrley-Vous," "My Dream of the 
Big Parade" and other post war 
successes. Both were elected to 
membership in the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers. 

McHugh became both a publish- 
ing house executive charged with 
the responsibility of important 
phonograph recordings, and an In- 
creasingly successful composer.

Winter Cold Strikes In 

He has had to bear It, but Be 
doesn't have to any longer. Accord- 
ing to the newest automotive re- 
search, a report of which has Just 
been completed after more than 
two years of studies, the effects of 
winter cold on the automobile en- 
gine can practically be ignored. 

It can be ignored, the research 
report says, because winter's cold 
is no longer an "outside" factor.

The 
nearest approach to It would be 
the struggle of bitter cold, heat, 
poisonous gases, and.

But, by the same token, the 
protection of this super-heated 
mechanism during the cold months 
Is becoming an Increasingly serious 
problem for the ear owner.

Many Factors 
To Remember

Prospective home buyers or 
builders should bear in mind a 
number of basic requirements 
which help to insure livabllity of 
a home, according to Federal 
Housing Administration officials.

_nted the final figures as to 
the cost of the sewage plant which 
were approved. This disclosed 
that the plant cost $169,000 of 
which P. W. A. stood 45 percent, 
the balance or $91,000 being 
raised by a bond issue. 

The proposed project of in- 
stalling sewage main North of 
40th Street to the Town limits 
and East of Holly Road was taken 
up by the Engineer. He stated that 
the estimated cost would be $27,- 
350, of which approximately $21,- 
000 could be obtained from the 
W P. A., with the balance being 
Jwrne by the Town. The Town 
Attorney reminded the council 
that certain promises had been 
made that the Town would not 
make further capital expenditures 
for a limited time, so the matter 
was quickly shelved. Mr. McCoy 
ijgHed attention to the fact that 
over $8,000 had been spent to 
building a pumping station and 
lines which was to serve this area

instructed to ascertain if the 
home owners in that sectioh would 
Uhderwrlte the project at $100 
each, the cost of tapping to be 
deducted when made and the 
balance to be paid three years 
after date, which proposition has 
worked successfully In the past. 

The Council passed an ordi- 
nance fixing future sewer, tap 
rates, which provides of a $30 
charge for a four inch tap, $40 
for a six inch tap and the eight 
inch tap to be put in a cost. 

The Town Clerk was directed to 
Charge off all delinquent personal 
property taxes prior to 1937, 
amounting to approximately $1,- 
000, as the vast majority of the 
people, who owed these taxes, 
Were either dead or moved to un- 
known addresses. This does not in 
anyway relieve the debtor but 
merely simplifies the bookkeeping 
In the Treasurer's office. 

The Council instructed the 
Chief of the Fire Department not 
to answer any fire calls outside of 
the Town limits other than those 
coming from the Rifle Range— 
until some final arrangements had 
be made with the County. 

Some items of the budget were 
taken up resulting in it being re- 
ferred back to the finance com- 
mittee and to be brought up at the 
next regular council meeting.

The Town Council of Virginia 
Beach has issued orders thatl their 
fire equipment is not to leave the 
Town limits expect to answer calls 
at the Rifle Range— This is Just- 
ly so — taking into consideration 
the capital invested — operation 
cost, wear and tear on equipment 
and road, hazards for expensive 
equipment — without compensa- 
tion or remuneration. 

Where does that leave the 
people of this community? One of 
two alternatives. Be annexed to 
the Town or to- form their own 
little township. They do not 
want either. However, they are 
tired of paying taxes, and greater 
proportionate taxes, with no re- 
turn. 

If they should go into the 
Town they would at the present 
time have to pay thirty cents 
more tax per hundred oh the as- 
sessed value of their property, 
which assessment is between 20 
and 25 percent of the true value. 
But they will save about thirty- 
five cents per hundred on their 
fire insurance, which is carried 
to at least seventy-five percent of 
the true valuerif not in the full 
amount. If annexation is adopt- 
ed, assessments cannot be in- 
creased for a period of five years 
and even then, unless Virginia 
Beach is a city of the second class 
the County assessment board 
will continue to make the assess- 
ments. For a period of three 
years all taxes collected from that 
area will have to be expended 
within that section, which amount

We know that we have ours 
After having read the letter 
carried in the last issue of the 
News from one of our correspon- 
dents, Thomas C. Flynn, and a 
reference to our files over the past 
several years, we feel confident 
that he has his. In fact, in our 
opinion, so great are his eccentre- 
cities on one subject — gambling— 
that he has become, in the true 
sense of the word, bias. 

It is not our thought to criticise 
him for this. He has a right to 
his opinions and the right to ex- 
press them.

The Board of Supervisors at 
their regular monthly meeting 
held on Monday last seemed a bit 
reluctant to consider a proposal 
made by George Lawrence, super- 
visor from Lynnhaven District, to 
enter into a contract with the 
Town of Virginia Beach to furnish 
fire protection to the area North 
of the Town limits to Fort Stdfy. 
Mr. Lawrence had previously met 
with a committee of the Town 
Council and had a commitment 
from that group to furnish this 
protection under two proposals, 
both of which it seemed were fair 
and reasonable. In spite of this, 
action was deferred by the Board, 
until it could be ascertained what 
the property holders of that dis- 
trict would contribute toward the 
defraying of the expense. 
* As much as we hate to say it. 
In our opinion, the hesitancy of 
the Board was a vital mistake. For 
the limited area involved, the as- 
sessment value is many times that 
of any like area in the County. 
This has been true for the past 
several years but the Board has 
not seen fit to spend any appreci- 
able amount of money for protec- 
tion or improvements. It is true 
that after the annexation pro- 
ceedings of 1935 was fought by the 
property owners in that territory, 
garbage collection service was 
given. It is true that $2,300 was 
appropriated for the drainage 
project, which required an ex- 
penditure of $20,000. An occas- 
ional hundred dollars has been 
contributed toward street im- 
provements but the total will not 
amount to one thousand dollars. 
This Is a small amount in con- j 
■•deration of vast amount of taxes i 
that have been paid into the 
County Treasurer from that small 



fire station, repair the streets. 
build new streets, have fire and 
police protection and other im- 
provements. Of course a propor- 
tionate part of the County bonds 
will still have to be paid. 

If the second procedure is 
adopted — incorporate a new town- i 
ship— North Virginia Beach, all 1 
of these things could be accom- 
plished with the advantage of ali 
the money collected in taxes being 
spent under the direction of the 
people of that Community. This 
will undoubtly would be expensive 
but no favors would have to be 
asked. 

In any event the County could 
ill afford to lose thi^jhlghly de- 
veloped revenue producinsrarea 
over the question of fire protec- 
tion, which will cost so little in 



these reasons, along with being 
tolerant of other people's thoughts 
and desires, we advocate legalized 
controlled gambling.

shall not' law which resulted in 
plunging the people of this Coun- 
try, both young and old, on one 
big spree. After the noMe experi- 
ment, which proved a failure and 
created a general disrepect for 
the law and the law a disrepect 
for itself, a legalised controlled 
system was adopted. We do not 
say that the system is perfect but 
but we do say that the moral ter- 
pitude, honesty and integrity of 
our law enforcement officers is on 
a higher standard, with certain 
temptations removed. We will go 
further and say that with an 
educational program that many 
of the evils created by prohibition 
will be eliminated and result in 
the decrease of the use of alcoholic 
liquors. This same principle is 
applicable to gambling and for 
that reason we advocate legalized 
controlled gambling. 

We do not blame Mr. Flynn. 
after having spent a long, hot, la- 
borious day in the City of Nor- 
folk earning a livelihood and re- 
turning to the Beach expecting to 
enjoy the peace and tranquility 
of the winds blowing through the 
whispering pines, for objecting to 
having all this disturbed by the 
yelping of the greyhound and 
the shouts of the enthusiasts pre- 
sent. But we must call his at- 
tention to the fact that the vase 
majority of the people of Virginia 
Beach earn their living on Vir 
ginia Beach; that Virginia Beach 
Is essentially a playground with 
no other industry. The playboy 
wants other amusements than the 
occasional dip in the briny At- 
lantic and the moans of . the 
whispering pines. 

It is not the "cheap racketeer'* 
alone, who profits, but the hotels, 
restaurants, mei chants and so on 
profit by the presence of the play 
boy. These are the people, who 
pay the license fees and taxes that 
support the Town and not the 
fewr who earn their livelihood in 
Norfolk or else where.

In reporting that there was a saving of at least 8,000 Uvea for 
1938 as compared with traffic fatalities in 1037, Paul O. Hoffman, 
paesident of the American Safety Foundation shows that real safety 
guns have been made because a lot of "guessing" has had to step 
aside and learn from the experience and knowledge of public officials 
and recognised authorities who have followed the example of the man 
from Missouri who stood firm on the policy of "show me." 

Thirty-nine states and 307 cities made safety records equal to, 
and better, in 1038 than to previous years. Mr. Hoffman reports on 
the rate of fatalities on a basis of vehicle-miles and shows that as 
compared with 1035 that 15,000 fewer lives were lost, and the injured 
list decreased 460,000. 

The "standard highway safety program" is now endorsed by 
thirty national organizations. Since traffic is essentially a local prob- 
lem, any state or community may have the degree of traffic safety 
its citizens and public officials determine to achieve. Mr. Hoffman 
predlsts that "by centering attention on the areas which have high 
traffic death rates, and maintaining the gains we have made in areas 
where the rate has been lowered, the present national rate of twelve 
deaths per 108.000,000 vehicle-miles can be reduced to six in a rea- 
sonable period of years." 

The cars are built almost fool-proof. The man at the wheel is 
the cause of most of the accidents.

WHO SAYS SOT 



The American people have got a rather rude shock in the last few 
weeks. They have discovered, through sheer accident, that they have 
been talked to. and "inspired," and made ballot-box "wise", all in the 
name of simon-pure legislation for their own moral and physical and 
economical improvement. 

Only to find the whole hullabaloo was bought and paid for. 

Bought by special interests looking for profit from this legisla- 
tion, but paid for by the people, the consumer, with a proved price 
rise of 33 to 87 per cent. 

Yet even this economic result is not the crux of the matter. The 
real issue is whether elected representatives, paid out of the taxpay- 
ers' sweat — members of Congress, Senators, State Legislators, State 
University and College Officials and Professors, all who draw their 
sustenance from taxes— have a right to appear as public servants, 
advocating legislation as of the public good, and take money behind 
their backs from special interests. 

Recent exposures of "honorariums" and "travel expense" accounts 
may explain the artificial antagonism toward various forms and 
methods of business in this country. Who goes around telling you, 
for example, that house-to-house selling should be prohibited? That 
prohibition if honestly enforced, bars your neighbor farmer, your in- 
surance solicitor, your refrigerator salesman, your newspaper carrier, 
from asking you whether you want this commodity or need this ser- 
vice. 

Watch out for any proposed law that would hamper, limit or 
abolish any decent form of selling. It is intended to compel buying 
in certain places only and at fixed prices. It is afraid to "let the con- 
sumer decide." 

Well, it looks as if. the Honorable Cockaloo Cockalorum, next time 
he appears in the town hall series to evangelize in favor of higher 
prices, fewer stores, fewer sales people, may be asked to turn his 
pockets inside out and let's see what Santa Claus gave him. A lot of 
newspapers think he ought to be lifted out of his seat and chucked.

THE general fanner who maintains 
a small Sock of chickens for his 
own use should plan its replacement 
or replenishment, if necessary, in 
January or February. True, the poul- 
try industry as such has become 
highly specialized and many farmers 
are totally dependent upon it for their 
livelihood- For them, as well as for 
commercial hatcheries, the above 
suggestion is superfluous as theirs is 
practically a year-round business and 
their flocks and plants always are 
(or should be) maintained at peak 
efficiency. 

But the general fanner is prone to 
neglect his flock — to keep birds of 
mixed blood and age, and to house 
and care for them poorly. Although 
the expenses of such flocks are low, 
the returns are even lower. However, 
with a little planning and attention, 
nearly all of these farm flocks can be 
made to pay their keep — and a 
majority of them to make a worth- 
while addition to the farm income. 

As electricity is the very life-blood 
of the modern specialized poultry 
farm, few experienced poultrymen 
will locate their business where an 
adequate supply of power is not avail- 
able. And, regardless of the number 
of birds, electricity— if at hand— also 
will materially help the general farm- 



er to put ftu nock on a pp. ing basis. 
One of electricity's many u.-s, in 
which there has been a marked in 
crease during the past few years on 
cneral farm* as well as among cam 
mcrcial hatcheries and poulttxmen, is 
in incubators. For severalreasons 
electrical incubation is ideal: It doe:- 
not spoil the air in producing heat 
hatching efficiency usually is higher 
than with other systems; it is clean; 
safe; economical; labor saving; and 
depending upon the size of the unit 
permits some or all of the following 
factors to be automatically controlled 
—temperature, ventilation, humidity, 
lights and turning 

Electric incubators can be pur- 
chased with capacities ranging from 
99 to 20,000 or more eggs, and for as 
little as $35.00 delivered, thus meet- 
ing the requirements of all classes ot 
poultry raisers. Current consumption 
depends upon the type and construc- 
tion of the incubator as well as on the 
temperature of the room in which it is 
kept Generally, it varies from about 
200 kw.-hr. per 1,000 eggs hatched 
for units holding 150 eggs or less, to 
approximately 20 kw.-hr. for those 
having capacities of 20,000 eggs. At 
the three-cent rate, this gives a hatch- 
ing cost of from 6/100 to 0/10 of a 
cent per egg, the lower cost being 
for the larger incubators because of 
their generally superior construction 
and insulation.

Nearly half of all persons reach- 
ing the age of 40 have visual de- 
fects which need correction, ac- 
cording to Walter B. Pitkin, fa- 
mous author. Prom then on, he 
says, "eyesight declines rapidly. 
At SO, 71 per cent have visual de- 
fects; at 60 years, 82 per cent. No 
wonder people used to think that 
life ends at 40. 

"Your eyes, if at all like other 
people's eyes, begin to change at 
that period. Their lenses stiffen. 
Eye muscles grow sluggish. You 
find it uncomfortable to focus on 
the printed page. If your earlier 
years have been spent in badly 
lighted offices or shops, toiling 
over tasks involving close eye 
work, you may suffer violent 
change in these precious sense 
organs. At this time, you may say 
to yourself , 'Oh, well! Old age is 
creeping over me., I must expect 
to spend the rest of my days in 
tw 'ight. Such is life!' 

"Nonsense," continues the 
authoi of "Life Begins at 40". 
"Just because your eyes change 
Is no reason why you should buy 
a tin cup and beg pennies on the 
street corner. What should yon 
do? Why, correct your eyesight, 
usually with the right glasses. 

"Few persons around 40 realize 
how easy it is to adjust them- 
selves to these changing eyes. 
They don't understand how slight 
the changes are. They don't real- 
ize how precisely the scientist now 
measures the eyes. 

"About half of the adults in the 
United States who should wear 
glasses fail to get them. Perhaps 
it's just ignorance. Maybe it's 
neglect. The fact remains that 
these millions of men and women 



Built-in Items 
Add To Comfort 
Of Home Life 



Judicious selection of built-in 
equipment will add considerably 
to the comfort of the family and 
the efficiency of a home. 

A useful but not costly feature 
of this type Is a package receiver 
This contrivance is Installed in 
the wall of the kitchen. It has a 
self -locking door which opens out- 
side and is insulated and ventilat- 
ed. It is usually placed beside the 
rear entry for the convenience of 
tradesmen. 

A laundry chute is another 
helpful built-in feature, particul- 
arly for homes with basement 
laundries and second-floor sleep- 
ing quarters. These are installed 
in the walls and have vertical 
shafts which permit soiled clothes 
and linen to be dropped directly 
to the laundry. The shafts are 
free from projecting edges which 
might catch or tear clothes. 

Another useful built-in feature 
in almost any home is an inciner- 
ator. 

In new homes, the architect or 
builder can provide an Idea of the 
costs and appropriateness of such 
installations. 

In existing homes, these built- 
in conveniences may be installed 
with funds obtained from lending 
institutions qualified by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration 
under its Property Improvement 
Credit Plan.

Indoor*, 
artificial light, they are just aa simple. 

SILHOUETTES offer many 
chances for interesting, decora- 
tiro pictures — and are easy to take, 
indoors or oat. 

Outdoors, place your subject on 
high ground, with the sun squarely 
behind him, and shoot from a low 
camera position. Cse a smaller lens 
opening than usual, to provide lese- 
than-normal exposure and to *ub- 
dae shadow detail. 

Indoors, there are two staple 
methods. For one, use a large-size 
photo bulb. In cardboard reflector. 
Place it on the floor a few feet from 
one wall, and pointed toward the 
wall. This creates a "bright spot." 
Darken the rest of the room, let the 
■abject stand la shadow between 
the camera and bright spot — and 
shoot 

Another method permits unusual 
silhouettes. For this, stretch a 
white sheet smoothly across an 
open doorway, leaving no wrinkles. 
Place a strong light — suck as a 
photo bulb In redactor — five feet 
behind it. In the other room, pose 
your subject about two feet in front

Try 
and you'll find they offer delightful 
pastime for the long evenings.

A pancake introduced with 
orange Jutee. drowned in butter, 
tan syrup, surrounded 
with sausage and downed with 
huge gulps of strong hot coffee 
once represented the American 
ideal breakfast. Make no mis- 
take— it still does! 

But now the pancake goes 
French and turns to a 
for dessert; now the 
roll around savory stuffings, tuck 
secret flavors in their middles, top 
them with luscious "goos" that 
add power to the glory— and serve 
them for luncheon, supper and 
dinner too. 

The fust cavewoman slapped a 
crude dough onto hot rocks for 
the first pancake. The latest bride 
does well to follow her example 
and deal them off the arm, hot 
from the griddle. If you don't 
understand what progress can 
mean, try these recipes for un- 
usual pancakes! 

Standard Griddle Cakes 
2 cups flour 
1-2 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons phosphate baking 

powder 
1 egg 
1 1-2 cups milk (about) 

1 tablespoon sugar 

2 tablespoons masola 
Sift together dry ingredients; 

add egg beaten until light and 
part of the milk.

BSt Off The Griddle! 

Always oil iron griddle lightly: 
have hot enough to make oil 
shale. Top of pancake should be 
puffed up and full of bubbles and 
edges cooked before turning. Al- 
ways serve as soon as possible and 
never tot cakes stand piled up. 
Never turn more than once. Pour 
batter onto griddle from end of 
tablespoon or lip of pitcher in 
which batter was mixed. 

Serve pancakes with plenty of 
butter, and with sugar, or karo. 
jam or preserves. For a hearty 
luncheon dish serve pancakes with 
meat sauce or gravy, with cream- 
ed bacon, or creamed smoked 
beef. 

One method of serving is to 
make 4 large cakes, pile on. each 
other, spreading jam or marmal- 
ade, jelly or preserved fruit be- 
tween; sprinkle with powdered 
sugar and cut like a layer cake 
into wedges. Serve with fresh hot 
coffee.

FLASHES OF FACTS 



As early as 1736, Virginia had 
a subsidized press, according to 
the Federal Writers' Project of 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. In that year, William Parks, 
then public printer, founded The 
Virginia Gazette, at Williamsburg, 
aided by a subsidy from Gover- 
nor Gooch and the House of Bur- 
gesses. Thomas Jefferson, seek- 
ing a publication to espouse the 
cause of Democracy, persuaded 
William Rind to come to Virginia 
to found in 1766 Rind's Virginia 
Gazette as an organ to express 
the viewpoint of the masses. Rind 
died April 19, 1773. His widow, 
Clementina, ably upheld the 
Democratic cause during the most 
crucial period^ of American his- 
tory, as the, first woman editor in 
America, until her death, Septem- 
ber 25, 1774. Four Gazettes were 
being published in Williamsburg 



The only known portrait in ex- 
istence of Francis Fauquier, Lieut- 
enant Governor of Virginia from 
1758-68, hangs in the Fauquier 
County Courthouse at Warrenton, 
Va. It was painted by Lesley 
Bush-Brown from a miniature in 
the possession of Gilbert E. Fau- 
quier, of Ottawa, Canada, accord- 
ing to research workers of the 
Federal Writers' Project of the 
Works Progress Administration. 



The Upperville Horse Show, 
held annually in Fauquier Coun- 
ty, is the oldest event of its kind 
in the United States, according to 
the Federal Writers' Project of 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion.
